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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the papers filed October 20, 2005 and November 7, 
2005. Currently, claims 1 10-142 are pending. All arguments have been thoroughly 
reviewed. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The claims have been amended to be directly to detecting prostate and liver 
cancer by detecting methylation in the intragenic (non-promoter) of the GST Pi gene. 

With respect to the addition of SEQ ID NO: 60 into the claims, while New rule 37 
CFR 1 .57 (b) does not apply to the instant application because it was filed prior to 
October of 2004, the rule does make clear that the purpose was to codify the practice of 
the office. Thus, the rule is pertinent to the extent it is a codification of practice prior to 
October 2004. With respect to the addition of SEQ ID NO: 60 into the claims, upon 
review of the specification and the arguments, the specification illustrates substantial 
portions of the GST-Pi gene sequence of Genbank Accession No. M24485 in Figure 1. 
The original claims was also directed to GST-Pi gene and the specification indicates the 
numbering is relative to Genbank Accession Number M24485. Thus, incorporation of 
SEQ ID NO: 60 which is Genbank Accession Number M24485 is not new matter. 

Moreover, Lee does not discuss methylation changes in the intragenic portion of 
GSTP1 . The nested primers of primer set A and B of Lee is directed to the promoter 
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region. Thus, claims directed to the intragenic region of the GSTPi gene are not 
suggested or taught by Lee. 

Thus, the claims are novel and unobvious in view of the prior art.
